Acting chief named

Police Captain Coy Estes has been 
named to serve as acting police 
chief until a successor is appointed, 
to replace Chief John Wessely, who 
has headed the Upland Police 
Department for 19 years. 

Wessely’s retirement will be 
effective officially July 31 when he 
will have served 30 years with the 
Upland Police Department. He will 
actually leave office Friday when he 
begins to take unused sick leave 
time. 

Estes, who is commander of the 
Police Department’s service divi- 
sion, will take over as acting police 
chief Monday. Captain Howard 
Seay, commander of the 
departments investigative division, 
also had been considered for the in- 
terim post. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
Estes’ appointment as acting chief 
does not assure him of the being ap- 
pointed permanent chief after Aug. 
1 


Travers could open the police 
chief position to applicants outside 
the Police Department although 
Upland has had only one chief from 
outside the department in the city’s 
70-year history. 

Even if the position is limited to 
members of the force, Travers said, 
Estes could not expect to move 
automatically from interim to per- 
manent chief. Various city 
professionals are expected to aid 
Travers in the interviewing process 
before the new chief is chosen. 

During Wessely’s 30 years with 
the Upland Police Department, the 
city grew from an agricultural to an 
urban community, and the crime 
picture changed to match. 

Wessely said petty thievery was 
the main crime of 30 years ago com- 
pared with major crimes such as 
burglary and narcotics today. In 
1946 the police officers ‘‘didn’t even 
know what marijuana looked or 
smelled like,” he said. 

The Police Department has also 
grown. During Wessely’s 30 years 
with the department, the number of 
sworn officers has increased’ from 
nine to 49. 

In the early years, Wessely said, 
the Police Department occupied 
only the west end of the present 
facility, but now “‘the whole building 
is too small’’ for the department. A 
remodeling project slated for July is 
expected to adapt the former City 
Council chambers for classroom and 
interview use. 

Wessely said his main goal as 
police chief has been to keep Upland 


as crimefree as possible, ‘‘keeping 
economy in mind.” 

“We've accomplished that quite 
well,’’ he commented, noting 
Upland’s Police Department has ‘‘a 
good name”’ and ‘‘has always been 
responsive to community needs.” 

The department’s success has 
been the result of team effort, he 
said and added, ‘‘Men have to be 
dedicated to bring good service.”’ 

Upland’s new police chief will 
have to cope with the problems of 
growth and a tight economy, Wesse- 


ly noted but said he does not expect 
that fitting women into the depart- 
ment will be a problem. “It’s just 
another phase we’re adjusting to in 
the law enforcement family,’ he 


_ added. 


Wessely, who is retiring four 
years early because of a chronic ail- 
ment, said he has no specific plans 
other than to rest. He does hope to 
spend time at his property at Lake 
Havasu and noted, ‘‘After 30 years 
(in the department), it’s about 
time’ to retire.

Cobras just as competitive as boys 





Girls’ track: hard work gets results

“We have thought of girls in the 
past as not being competitive, but 
they’re just as competitive as the 
boys and they train just as hard,” 
commented Gary Hooker, coach of 
the Quad Cities Cobras Girls’ Track 
Club. 

Three times more girls compete 
in Amateur Athletic Union (AAU) 
track than boys, Hooker said and 
noted girls are more enthusiastic 
about AAU track because there are 
few organized outlets for their 
athletic abilities. 

The younger girls (under 12 years 
old) produce times just as fast as 
their male counterparts, but at the 
older age levels boys are faster, 
Hooker said. 

The 25 members of the Quad 
Cities Cobras run 50 miles per week 
to build their endurance. Hooker 
said the girls run mainly at the 
Montclair High School track. 

Twice a week the runners are 
transported to another area of 
Pomona Valley for a two-hour, 10- 
mile run through walnut groves, or 
residential neighborhoods. Hooker 
runs the group ‘“‘in as many 
localities as possible to break up the 
boredom of always running in the 
same place.” 

The Cobras, which is based in the 
West End, includes girls who have 
just started running as well as girls 
who have competed nationally, such 
as Becky Wolfinbarger of Montclair 
who has run the second fastest mile 
nationally in the 14-18 year old 
group. 

Hooker is presently training the 
runners for the Mt. San Antonio 
College Relays April 23-25. Cobras 
top starters at the relays include 
Wolfinbarger in the 14-18-year-old 
division of the mile run; Shelly 
Wooldridge of Ontario, and Diane 
Stern and Diane Esslinger of 
Montclair, all in the mile run, 14-15- 
year-old division. 

Other starters are Donna 
Hollingworth of Ontario in the dis- 
cus and javelin, 12-13-year-old 
divislion; Chris Bronaugh of Chino 
in the 880-yard run, 10-11-year-old 
division; and Kim Christianson of 
Upland in the 880-yard run, 9 years 
and under divis\@. 


Hooker said members of the 
Cobras have competed against the 
better girls from all over the coun- 
try. Three of the Cobras are possible 
competitors for the 1980 Olympics if 
they maintain their interest and per- 
formance, he noted. 

The better runners among the 
Cobras run in special meets, but all 
the girls compete in open meets 
which are held weekly. Even for 
those who are just starting, AAU 
track is a ‘‘serious thing,’’ Hooker 
said and added a girl with good 
potential can be ready for competi- 
tion in two or three months of 
workouts, running 7-10 miles a day.

The Cobras are basically oriented 
to middle and long-distance running, 
but Hooker also coaches girls who 
are interested in sprinting and field 
events. 


In all' cases, he said, ‘‘We like to 
get them young so we have longer to 
work with them.” Presently Hooker 
is recruiting girls for the August- 
November cross country season, 
with workouts starting this month. 

He said elementary school and 
junior high school coaches who have 
girls with potential for middle and 
long-distance running should con- 
tact him at 983-5871. 


The Cobras is a nonprofit 
organization which ‘‘survives” on 
donations and money-raising events, 


- according to President Vern Stern, 


who said the girls presently are rais- 
ing money for new sweat outfits 
which cost $35 each. 


Stern credited Jim Allen with 
starting the track club and guiding it 
during its early years. Stern and 
Hooker also recognized the con- 
tribution of parents in administra- 
tion, time keeping, and transporta- 
tion. The club would be impossible 
to run without the parents, Hooker 
said.

Water district bonds 
sold at low interest. 


The Cucamonga County Water 
District (CCWD) Bond of Directors 
announced the sale of $2 
million in water bonds 

to United California Bank 
and Associates. The interest rate for 
the bonds was set at 6.03 per cent, 
much lower than the district an- 
ticipated. 

District manager Lloyd Michael 
said the water board is ‘‘very elated 
over the excellent interest rate’ and 
said it will save water customers 
several hundred thousand dollars. 

Additional savings were gained by 
not selling the bonds last August 
when the district began preparing 
reports and gathering data for the 
sale, Michael said. He indicated the 
bond buyer’s index has gained .5 per 
cent since that time. 

That gain, Michael said, 
represents a total bond interest 
Savings due to *market im- 
provements of $150,000. 

He noted the interest rate is about 
5 per cent less than that obtained by 
other local water districts recently. 

Another factor contributing to a 
lower interest rate was an upgraded 
rating of the district by Standard 
and Poors and Moody’s rating ser- 
vices. Previously the district was 
rated as Baa but was accorded an A 
rating last week, Michael said. 


The new rating saved the district 
an additional $300,000 during the life 
of the $2 million bond issues,he said. 

“Thus the district has saved $450,- 
000 in repayment of interest. 


Savings will be reflected in our abili- 
ty to have a tax rate of about 20 per 
cent less (than expected) for the 
repayment of this issue,’’ Michael 
remarked. 


Michael explained the district was 
granted a higher rating because of

growth in the area, the condition of 
the district, an improvement in 
assessed valuation, the history of 
the district to meet its outstanding 
obligations and, in Michael’s opi- 
nion, the conservative administra- 
tion shown by the board of directors. 

“The rating change and the sale of 
the bonds is nothing more than an 
extension of the confidence the 
voters showed in the district when 
they voted in May, 1975, to allow us 
to issue $8 million in bonds,” 
Michael commented. 

The directors, Galer Royer, 
Arthur Bridge, Frank Lesinsky, 
Robert Nesbit and Ted Vath com- 
mended the CCWD staff

Accident first aid advice 


No matter how carefully 
you train your dog to heel 
while off the leash, there 
may come a time when your 
pet will be hit by a car or 
truck. If you are lucky, it 
will be no more than a glan-

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cing blow, and your pet will 
be bowled over but able to 
come to his feet unhurt. 

If you must administer 
first aid to your pet — as in 
the case of being hit by a 
car — there is one point to 
remember: animals in pain 
do not always recognize 
familiar voices or faces. 
They will often strike out at 
anyone who approaches. 
Your first action in 
assisting an injured animal 
should be to take 
precautions against being 
bitten or scratched. 

Approach the stricken 
animal slowly, speaking in 
a quiet voice. Use a blanket 
or jacket to cover its head 
or convert a long scarf into 
a temporary muzzle so you 
can examine the animal 
safely. 

The most obvious injuries 
will be broken bones or 
heavy bleeding. . Broken 
limbs usually stick out at an 
unnatural angle and must 
be immobilized with a tem- 
porary splint and some 
toweling. The splint and 
broken leg should be 
wrapped firmly together to 
prevent further movement 
which may cause additional 
bleeding or tissue damage. 

The easiest method to 
control heavy bleeding is 
direct pressure over the 
wound,-using a clean 
handkerchief and your 
fingers. Blood that is bright 
red and spurting out 
rhythmically comes from 
an artery: darker, slow

ed for one minute at 5 - 8 
minute intervals so that 
tissues below the tourniquet 
are not completely deprived 
of oxygen and blood. 
Heavy bleeding, trauma, 
pain and severe fright all 
contribute to development 
of shock and possible death 
of the pet, even if major in- 
juries are not present. Ma- 
jor symptoms of shock in 
animals include pale, 


grayish gums and lips. First 


aid for shock consists of 
warmth and comfort. Cover 
the animal with blankets or 
coats and speak soothingly 
to it. 

If the animal is fully con- 
scious, stimulants such as 
warm coffee or strong tea 
may be given by the spoon- 
ful into the corner of the 
mouth. In small doses, they 
will stimulate the heart and 
blood circulation, fighting 
against shock. If the pet is 













unconscious or 
semiconscious, do not give 
it anything by mouth. Li- 
quids may strangle an un- 
conscious animal by pass- 
ing into the lungs instead of 
the stomach. 

While you are ad- 
ministering first aid, have 
someone else locate a board 
or stiff cardboard for 
transporting the animal to 
the nearest veterinarian. If 
necessary, tie the pet down 





EASTER BASKETS 
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so that it does not injure 
itself further. If you are 
away from home and have 
to move an injured animal, 
use a blanket or even a coat. 
Slide the animal onto the 
material and have several 
people pick it up at the cor- 
ners. 

Even if your pet appears 
unhurt after an encounter 
with a car or truck, an ex- 
amination by a veterinarian 
is recommended.

The gallbladder, one of 
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the organs of the digestive 
system, is a pouch located 
in the upper right part of 
the abdominal cavity, un- 
derneath the liver and the 
right rib cage. It serves as a 
storehouse for bile which; 
when released, assists in 
the digestive process, par- 
ticularly for fatty foods. 
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function normally because 
of infection or the presence 
of a tumor. But by far the 
most common cause of 
gallbladder disease is the 
presence of lumps of solid 
material, commonly called 
gallstones. They may be 
lodged in the gallbladder or 
in the tiny tubes leading 
either into it or away from 
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Gallbladder disease 


it, and their presence may 
obstruct the normal flow of 
bile. Exactly what causes 
these stones to form is net 
completely known. 
Gallbladder problems are 
rather common among per- 
sons over the age of 40 and 
occur much more frequent- 
ly among women than men 
— particularly women who 
are overweight and have 
had children. There also is a 
link between the presence 
of diabetes or hemolytic 
anemia and gallstones. 


Symptoms occur when 
the gallstones attempt to 
leave the gallbladder and 
migrate through the bile 
ducts. There will be severe 
pain in the region of the 
organ and the pain may 
spread throughout the ab- 
domen, to the back and up 
to the right shoulder. These 
attacks may be accom- 
panied by nausea, vomiting, 
high fever and, occasional- 
ly, yellow jaundice. 


If there is any doubt in the 
doctor’s mind as to whether 
symptoms are caused by 
gallbladder problems, it is 
possible to examine the 
organ through X-ray 
studies. For this specialized 
kind of diagnostic study — 
called cholecystography or 
cholangiogram — the 
patient first swallows a 
compound which contains 
iodine. In the presence of 
nausea and vomiting the 
iodine compound may be 
given through a vein. This 
makes the gallbladder and 
the bile ducts visible to X 
ray even though they are 
soft tissues. 


Gallstone attacks may be 
over in a few minutes or 
may last for days. There 
may be only one attack or 
recurrent attacks. In many 
cases the doctor will ad- 
vise the patient to cut down 
on fatty foods. In most 
cases the disease is best 
treated by surgical removal 
of the gallbladder. 


If surgical treatment is 
necessary the surgeon may 
prefer to do the operation 
during the patient's healthy 
middle years, even if the 
symptoms seem relatively 
mild.

Capable of being understood 


Hunger: a human problem 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is

‘‘World Hunger”’ is not a 
very popular topic. Yet 
there are few who haven't 
heard the statistics of world 
hunger. 

Two-thirds of humanity 
live in poverty; 460 million 
people literally are star- 
ving; only 20 per cent of the 
world’s population con- 
sumes 80 per cent of the 
world’s resources. 

Most Americans have 
seen the pictures of 
children suffering from 
malnutrition. Most people 
have a growing realization 
that there are limits to 
food, water, air, energy and 
growth. 

It is widely known that by 
the year 2000, world popula- 
tion will have nearly doubl- 
ed, thus doubling the 
problem of world hunger. It 
is the very size and com- 
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plexity of the problem of 
world hunger which makes 
it unpopular and uncomfor- 
table. 

World hunger is a com- 
plicated and immense 
problem. But it is also a 
human’ problem, caused by 


‘ people and capable of being 


understood by people as 
well. World hunger will 
never become a popular or 
comfortable topic, but 
feelings of helplessness and 
hopelessness will shrink 
when people begin to un- 
derstand the problem and 
how to respond. 

Causes of world hunger 

The majority of the 
earth’s population are 
hungry because they can't 
buy or grow enough food for 
themselves. The question 
is: ‘‘What stands in the way 
of people’s ability to buy 
and grow enough food for 
themselves?” 

The problems of food 
production can be seen in 
the history of colonialism. 
Western nations used their 
colonies to grow cash crops 
such as sugar, cotton, 
peanuts, rubber and tobac- 
co rather than food crops 
for the inhabitants. Western 
nations also removed large 
amounts of natural 
resources for their in- 
dustrial revolutions. Such 
resources included timber, 
tin, and human slaves. 










The colonialists not only 
exploited the natural en- 
vironment but organized 
economic, political and 
educational systems which 
worked toward their advan- 
tage. Hand-picked 
nationals, usually the 
traditionally wealthy, were 
educated in the West to take 
up governing roles in the 
colonies. 

Today we think of our 
world as free from 
colonialism, but many of 
the same patterns continue. 
International business sup- 
ports the production of non- 


food crops for consumption | 


in the developed world. 

Prices of imports and ex- 
ports are almost totally 
controlled by a few sources 
in the West. Corporations 
still seek the cheapest labor 
forces and support corrupt 
national leadership with 
everything from western 
education to bribes. 

Western aid 

The modern west world 
has done very little to assist 
the hungry nations. Western 
ideas of ‘‘aid’’ are another 
cause of world hunger. 

American agricultural 
methods are based on 
machinery, energy, fer- 
tilizers and large amounts 
of land and capital. But 
American methods are not 
transferable to most of the 
world’s farmers or. en- 
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vironments. Western 
techniques cause en- 
vironmental damage. Only 
the wealthy farmers can af- 
ford to use western techni- 
que; so the aid helps only 
the rich. 

The western notion of 
development is industrial 
and urban oriented. Most in- 
vestments go for industrial 
growth because profits are

In August, 1974, 
he left his job as an an- 
nouncer and chief engineer 
for a West Virginia radio 
station to become a staff 
worker in the Los Angeles 
branch of Jews for Jesus. 
Complementing his work 
with Jews for Jesus, Fritz is

National leaders usually 
support these Western 
notions of development 
because they have been 
trained in the West, they 
control the governments, 
and they personally have 
much to gain from in- 
dustrial growth. 

Agricultural development 
is a low priority in western 
aid programs. The voices 
and needs of rural people 
are ignored. 

Military expenditures 
Helping the world’s peo- 
ple grow food is of such low 
priority that last year the 
entire world spent $10 
billion on agriculture 
development and $300 
billion on military equip- 
ment and personnel. 
Military expenditures are 
a cause of world hunger 
While many Americans 
complain that the United 
Nations is useless, the U.S. 
Defense Department every 
14 hours spends as much as 
the annual budget of the 
oN s Food and 
Agriculture Organization. 
Overpopulation is also a 

cause of world hunger. Ris- 
ing populations cancel out 
increases in food produc- 
tion. But the poor world 
cannot afford a low birth 
rate. Rural families will 
continue to have large 
families as long as children 
are needed for labor and 
security and as long as the 
infant death rate remains 
high. 

Population growth rates 
drop with economic 
development and a more 
equal distribution of wealth 

The need for population 
control cannot be over 
stressed, but it isn’t as sim- 
ple as making everyone 
take contraceptives. The 
svstem which encourages 
iarge tamilies must be 
challenged 

Regional responsibility 

The causes of world 
hunger, such as non-food 
production in the hungry 
world, control of trade by 
the West, environmental ex- 
ploitation and abuse, lack of 
leadership, western notions 
of aid and industrial 
growth, military expen- 
ditures, and over-population 
seem to be causes in- 
dividuals cannot change 

But it is you and I who 
consume the cash crops. 
enjoy the wealth generated 
by trans-national 
businesses, see 
“development” in terms of 
freeways and television 
sets, and demand ever- 
growing military strength 
for security 

It is you and I who sup- 
port the series of obstacles 
to food production in the 
hungry world in which the 
rich get richer and the poor 
get poorer. We have not set 
a priority for each person 
on earth to be fed 

World hunger is not a pop- 
ular subject because it can 
hit pretty close to home 
Some individuals have 
broken past the common 
myths of world hunger and 
no longer say, ‘‘Why don't 
they work harder?” ‘‘Why 
don't they quit having 
babies?” and ‘‘Look at how 
much we've done to help 
them?” 

These people have begun 
to confront their personal 
involvement in the 
problem. Many of them are 
in Christian churches 
throughout the country and 
in Southern California 
They are finding that they 
no longer feel guilty or 
helpless when confronted 
with such a large and com- 
plex problem. They find 
there are many ways in 
which they can respond to 
world hunger. Some of 
these responses will be the 
topic of the last article in 
this series on world hunger.

The 30th Convention of 
the Southern California 
District of the Lutheran 
Church - Missouri Synod 
will meet April 19-22 at the 
Anaheim Convention Center 
and is expected to be 
attended by 1,000 delegates 
and visitors. 


Clergy and lay delegates 
representing some 200 
congregations of Southern 
California, Arizona and 
Nevada will be in 
attendance for the opening 
service to be held at 7:30 
p.m. Monday and will be 
hosted by The Prince of 
Peace Lutheran Church, 
Anaheim. 


Essayist for the 
convention will be the Rev. 
Carl W. Berner, Sr., D.D., 
of Laguna Hills, well known 
radio speaker and author, 
who will lead a study of the 
convention theme, 
“Striving Side by Side,” 
(Phil. 1, 27). 


The Rev. Edwin C. 
Weber, D.D., first vice 
president of the 
denomination will 
represent the Rev. Dr. 
J.A.O. Preus, president of 
The Lutheran Church 
Missouri Synod. He will 
report on the work of the 
church in various areas. He 
will also report on the 
status of the church since 
the July 1975 Anaheim 
Convention at the open 
forum to be held Tuesday 
evening. Considerable 
discussion is anticipated 
concerning the removal of 
four LCMS District 
presidents. The session will 
be moderated by Dr. Kuntz. 


Besides reports on the 
work of the district during 
the past two years, 
numerous resolutions will 
be considered by the 
convention. Several of these 
call upon the district so 
support the resolution 
adopted by the church body 
at Anaheim which urges 
members to repudiate the 
schismatic activities of 
ELIM and to uphold the 
Synodical administration, 
and to correct and 
admonish those in their 
midst who support ELIM. 


Another asks for the 
“Support of ‘A Statement’ ” 
as a doctrinal statement 
since it is in accordance 
with the Word of God and 
speaks to the issues which 
confront the church today. 
One of the resolutions seeks 
to warn the district against 
the abuses associated with 
the charismatic movement 
and asks the members to 
affirm the historic 
theological position of the 
Lutheran Church - Missouri 
Synod (which does not 
embrace the unique 
theology of the charismatic 
movement). 


Other resolutions call for 
changes in the district’s 
administrative structure 
and for a greater emphasis 
upon the evangelism 
outreach of the church, and 
for an expansion of the 
district's Television 
Ministry Committee. 


A special report will be 
brought to the convention 
by the Rev. Charles L. 
Manske, president of Christ 
College Irvine which will 
detail the plans for the 
opening of the church’s 
newest college in 
September. 


Among the offices to be 
filled by the election at the 
convention are several 
members of the board of 
directors, the chairman of 
the Board of Missions and 
the Board of Education, the 
Board of Youth Ministries 
and the Board of 
Stewardship. 


Mission breakfasts, 
scheduled for three 
mornings of the convention 
at 7 am., will highlight 
several special ministries 
of the church 


Tuesday's breakfast, 
sponsored by the Lutheran 
Women’s Missionary 
League, will feature the 
Rev. Ron Rehrer, speaking 
on the Renewal Outreach 
Project; Wednesday's 
breakfast will be hosted by 
the Lutheran Baja 
California Mission at which 
the Rev. Robert Gussick 
will be guest speaker. The 
Lutheran Bible Translators 
will be in charge of 
Thursday’s breakfast and 
the Rev. Momodoy Sisay of 
Gambia, West Africa, will 
offer a Macedonian call. 


The convention will 
adjourn Thursday noon 
following the installation of 
new officers and the 
convention charge from 
President Kuntz.

Young artists exhibit work 


An exhibition of painting 
and sculpture by eight 
artists currently working in 
Los Angeles will be 
presented through May 30 in 
the Contemporary Art 
Galleries in Lytton Halls on 
the third level of the 
Frances and Armand 
Hammer Wing of the Los 
Angeles County Museum of 
Art, 5905 Wilshire Blvd., 
Los Angeles. 

“yA. 8: Painting and 
Sculpture 1976,” organized 
by the museum’s Senior 
Curator of Modern Art 
Maurice Tuchman, focuses 
on the work of Christopher 
Georgesco, Robert 
Graham, Victor Henderson, 
Maxwell Hendler, Charles 
Hill, Gwynn Murrill, Sylvia 
Shap and Masami Teraoka. 

In determining the 
selection Tuchman chose 
artists, most of whom are in 
their 30s, who share a 
commitment to the media 
of painting and sculpture as 
they are defined today and 
who have never before 
shown at the museum. 

According to Tuchman, 
the works in the exhibition 
represent several styles, 
many of which suggest an 
interest in earlier modern 
art schools such as Cubism 
or individual artists such as 
Constantin Brancusi or 
American art of the ’50s and 
60s, particularly the work 
of de Kooning, Jasper 
Johns, Robert 
Rauschenberg and Claes 
Oldenburg. Photography, he 
states, aS a means of 
exacting information, 
particularly about the 
human form, infuses
